Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  report  on  the  health  of 
the  district  for  the  year  1948. 

This  has  been  a year  of  apprehension  and  change,  for  on  July 
5th  the  National  Health  Service  Act  came  into  force,  and  the  Maternity 
and  Child  Welfare  and  Home  Help  Services,  which  were  the  responsibility 
of  this  Urban  District  Council,  became  a function  of  the  County 
Council,  which  is  the  Local  Health  Authority  under  the  Act. 

Supervision  of  the  day  to  day  administration  of  the  Maternity 
and  Child  Welfare  services  in  this  district  remains  a duty  of  the 
District  Medical  Officer  of  Health  in  his  capacity  of  Assistant  County 
Medical  Officer.  With  the  advent  of  the  National  Health  Service 
Act,  it  was  envisaged  that  the  General  Practitioner  Ante-Natal  service, 
as  run  by  the  Urban  District,  must  come  to  an  end,  and  so,  before  the 
change-over  took  place,  additional  Ante-Natal  sessions  were  provided 
at  both  Stapleford  and  Beeston  clinics. 

The  progress  in  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  continues,  and  the 
needs  of  this  district  have  not  been  lost  sight  of  by  the  new  Authority. 
Co-operation  between  the  officers  of  both  Authorities  continues,  to 
their  mutual  advantage  and  relationships  are  good. 

The  Immunisation  and  Vaccination  duties  which  are  a function 
of  the  Local  Health  Authority  are  still  carried  out  by  the  District 
Medical  Officer  of  Health,  acting  with  the  consent  of  the  Urban 
District  Council,  as  an  agent  of  the  County  Council. 

The  Urban  District  Council  have  become  responsible  under  the 
National  Assistance  Act,  for  additional  duties  in  relation  to  the  care 
of  the  aged  in  the  district. 

To  secure  continuity  of  sequence,  and  a basis  for  comparison, 

I have  included  Statistics  on  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  section 
for  the  whole  year.  An  expression  of  appreciation  is  due  to  Dr. 
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Tibbits,  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  for  permission  to  publish 
these  figures,  which  partly  relate  to  a service  now  under  the  control 
of  the  County  Council. 

The  general  health  of  the  district  has  remained  satisfactory  during 
the  year.  There  were  again  several  cases  of  poliomyelitis,  with  one 
death.  The  infantile  mortality  rate  has  risen  considerably  during 
the  year,  and  an  analysis  of  the  causes  of  these  deaths  has  been  made. 

I am  including  in  the  report  a resume  of  the  mechanism  for  the 
control  of  infection,  and  Miss  Mercer,  Housing  Welfare  Officer,  has 
kindly  consented  to  record  the  work  done  by  her  Department  during 
the  year. 

Until  November,  1948,  the  Health  Department  consisted  of  two 
rooms  and  a store  in  the  Town  Hall,  Beeston.  Because  of  the  lack 
of  space,  it  was  decided  to  adapt  part  of  “ The  Willows,”  Dovecote 
Lane,  Beeston,  for  this  purpose.  Four  offices,  a Medical  Inspection 
Room  and  three  stores  have  now  been  put  to  the  sole  use  of  the 
Department. 

I once  more  desire  to  record  my  appreciation  of  the  excellent 
team  work  of  the  Health  Department,  the  valuable  assistance  of  my 
colleagues  in  other  Departments,  and  the  enthusiasm  and  encourage- 
ment of  the  members  of  the  Council. 

I have  the  honour  to  remain.

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  Annual  Report,  with  that  of 
the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  for  the  year  1948,  my  seventh  year 
with  this  Authority. 

The  coming  into  force  of  the  National  Health  Service  Act,  which 
has  transferred  the  functions  of  this  Local  Sanitary  Authority  regarding 
Maternity  and  Child  Welfare,  Ambulances,  etc.,  to  the  County 
Council,  fortunately  left  the  many  duties  carried  out  by  your  Sanitary 
Inspectors  still  under  the  control  of  this  Authority. 

These  duties,  which  include  Housing,  Control  of  Infectious 
Diseases,  the  supervision  and  inspection  of  food  supplies  and  premises, 
refuse  removal  and  disposal  and  Sanitary  Administration  generally, 
are  duties  which,  in  my  view,  can  be  carried  out  satisfactorily  only 
under  local  control. 

The  activities  of  the  Department  during  the  year  under  review 
are  set  out  under  the  above  headings  in  detail  in  the  body  of  the  report. 

I would  like  to  conclude  by  expressing  my  thanks  to  the  Chairman 
and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee  for  their  continued  interest 
and  support ; to  my  Deputy,  Mr.  Jones,  and  the  Additional  Inspector, 
Mr.  Smith,  whose  perseverance  has  been  responsible  for  much  of  the 
work  achieved  ; to  the  clerical  staff  of  the  Department  for  their 
efficiency,  and  to  Doctor  Bebbington  and  my  colleagues  in  other 
Departments  for  their  help  and  co-operation.

The  Birth  Rate  is  the  lowest  since  1942,  but  is  in  excess  of  that 
for  England  and  Wales  as  a whole.  It  is  a little  below  the  average 
for  the  past  10  years. 

The  Death  Rate  is  the  lowest  since  1942,  and  well  below  the 
average  for  the  past  10  years. 

The  Infantile  Mortality  Rate  again  has  risen  considerably,  and 
is  above  the  average  for  the  past  10  years.  It  is  in  excess  of  that  for 
England  and  Wales  as  a whole. 

It  will  be  seen  from  the  following  tables  that  the  Birth,  Death 
and  Maternal  Mortality  Rates  for  this  district  compare  very  favourably 
with  those  for  England  and  Wales.

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It  will  be  observed  that  50%  of  the  deaths  were  due  to  prematurity 
or  congenital  abnormality. 

Of  the  32  Neonatal  deaths  (those  occurring  in  the  first  month  of 
life)  only  four  mothers  attended  the  Public  Health  Ante-natal  Clinics, 
and  two  of  these  cases  had  congenital  disease  of  the  heart,  while  the 
other  two  were  premature  twins  whose  mother  only  attended  in  the 
last  month  of  her  pregnancy. 

The  remaining  19  deaths  occurred  in  infants  over  one  month 
old,  and  of  these,  nine  only  had  attended  the  Child  Welfare  Centre. 

Eleven  infants  died  of  Acute  Respiratory  Infection,  and  seven 
of  these  had  lived  in  unsuitable  or  overcrowded  home  conditions. 

Of  the  four  children  who  died  of  gastro-enteritis,  two  were 
premature  and  in  no  case  was  the  home  unsatisfactory. 

SECTION  “B” 

GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES  FOR  THE 

AREA 

Laboratory  Facilities  : — 

Before  5th  July,  1948,  specimens  from  cases  or  suspected  cases 
of  Diphtheria,  Tuberculosis,  Enteric  Fever,  Cerebro-Spinal  Fever, 
Venereal  Disease,  Pneumonia,  Dysentery  and  complications  of 
Pregnancy  and  the  Puerperium  were  sent  for  examination  at  the 
Nottingham  City  Laboratory  free  of  charge  to  the  patient,  the  cost 
being  borne  by  the  County  Council,  or  in  Pneumonia  and  in  Pregnancy 
and  Puerperal  cases,  by  the  Beeston  and  Stapleford  Council.  A 
small  stock  of  tubes,  swabs,  etc.,  for  these  purposes  is  kept  at  the 
Health  Department,  Beeston. 

Since  the  5th  July,  the  Public  Health  Laboratory,  Amberley 
Street,  Nottingham,  has  taken  over  this  service. 

Ambulance  Service  : — 

1.  For  Infectious  Cases.  One  ambulance  is  kept  specially 
for  this  purpose,  but  is  used  in  emergency  for  accident  and 
Non-Infectious  cases.  It  is  disinfected  and  disinfested 
rigorously  after  use. 

2.  For  Non-Infectious  and  Accident  Cases.  The  Council 
owns  three  ambulances  in  addition  to  the  one  mentioned  in 
1 above,  and  one  shooting  brake  modified  for  the  use  of 
sitting  cases.  An  additional  ambulance  was  obtained  during 
the  year. 

This  service  became  a function  of  the  County  Council  on  5th 
July,  1948. 
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Extent  of  Co-operation  with  Neighbouring  Districts  : — 

Mutual  assistance  arrangements  are  in  operation  with  Long 
Eaton  and  Sandiacre  and  the  service  extends  over  the  district  boundaries 
in  the  case  of  need. 

Nursing  in  the  Home  : — 

1.  Infectious  Diseases.  All  cases  of  Infectious  Disease  which 
cannot  effectively  be  isolated  at  home  and  nursed  by  members 
of  the  household  are  removed  to  Isolation  Hospitals.  No 
assistance  is  available  from  any  other  source  for  nursing 
infectious  disease  cases  at  home. 

2.  General.  There  are  six  district  nurses  operating  in  the 
district,  four  appointed  by  the  Beeston  Nursing  Association, 
one  by  the  Chilwell,  Attenborough  and  Toton  Nursing 
Association,  and  one  by  the  Stapleford  Nursing  Association. 

At  the  5th  July,  1948,  these  Associations  continued  to  act  but 
on  behalf  of  the  Local  Health  Authority. 


Clinics  and  Treatment  Centres  : — 

(a)  Provided  by  the  Urban  District  Council 

Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Clinics 

Ante-natal  and  Post-natal  sessions  have  been  arranged  at 
the  Beeston  and  Stapleford  Clinics  and  were  in  operation  from 
June,  1947.  Dr.  Nemec  is  in  attendance  as  follows: — 

Beeston  : — 1st  and  3rd  Monday  afternoons  in  the  month 
Stapleford  : 1st  Thursday  in  the  month. 

Dr.  Bebbington  is  in  attendance  on  alternate  Monday  afternoons 
and  each  Wednesday  afternoon  at  Beeston,  and  on  the  third  Thursday 
of  each  month  at  Stapleford. 

As  a result  of  additional  sessions,  2,173  attendances  were  made 
by  Expectant  and  Nursing  Mothers  as  compared  with  786  such  in 
the  previous  year. 

Health  Visitors  are  in  attendance  at  each  ante-natal  and  Child 
Welfare  Session,  and  considerable  help  has  been  given  by  the  County 
Council,  who  have  permitted  their  trainee  Health  Visitors  to  assist 
at  the  Clinics. 
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On  August  16th,  1948,  Miss  M.  Robinson,  S.R.N.,  S.C.N., 
H.V.,  and  K.  Chantrey,  S.R.N.,  S.C.N.,  H.V.,  were  appointed  by 
the  County  Council  for  health  visiting  duties  in  the  Beeston  district. 

These  services  became  a function  of  the  County  Council  from 
July  5th,  1948.

INSULIN 

The  Council  continued  to  supply  Insulin  free  of  charge  to  those 
of  the  poorer  inhabitants  of  the  district  who  found  the  increased  cost 
of  the  material  a substantial  burden. 

Four  persons  were  thus  supplied  during  the  year,  the  amount  of 
Insulin  so  provided  being  : —

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SCABIES  AND  PEDICULOSIS 

Our  Scabies  Clinic  at  Bramcote  continued  to  function  successfully 
during  the  year  when  75  cases  were  treated.  This  is  again  a reduction, 
117  cases  being  treated  in  1947. 

Lethane  Oil  is  still  supplied  free  of  charge  in  cases  of  Pediculosis 
with  adequate  instructions  and  advice  from  the  Health  Visitors.

On  receipt  of  a request  from  the  Local  Medical  Practitioners, 
factory  Medical  Officers  (all  of  whom  have  been  circularised  that  this 
clinic  is  still  functioning).  School  Medical  Inspectors  or  any  other 
source,  the  Health  Visitors  visit  and  make  arrangements  for  individuals 
concerned  to  attend  at  our  Special  Scabies  Clinic  at  Bramcote  Park  for 
treatment. 

The  patients  are  given  a hot  bath  and  are  treated  twice,  usually 
on  successive  days  with  Benzyl  Benzoate. 

A Benzyl  Benzoate  product  with  a vanishing  cream  base  has  been 
used  successfully  on  very  small  children  for  whom  the  normal  25% 
Benzoate  emulsion  proves  too  irritating.

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HOME  HELPS 

Seven  full-time  “ Home  Helps  ” were  employed  by  the  Council 
during  the  year.  Payment  was  made  by  the  Council  at  the  rate  of 
Is.  6d.  per  hour,  recoverable  on  a sliding  scale  from  the  mother 
employing  the  “ Help.”  A retaining  fee  of  ^1  Is.  Od.  per  week 
was  paid  to  those  not  working  on  a case. 

Although  primarily  employed  for  the  use  of  Maternity  Cases, 
the  Home  Helps  occasionally  were  available  to  other  classes  of  invalid, 
in  which  case  the  total  expense  was  recovered  from  the  patient  in 
question. 

On  the  5th  July,  1948,  this  service  was  transferred  to  the  County 
Council.  At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  eight  Home  Helps 
available  in  the  district.  Although  primarily  used  for  Maternity 
Cases,  they  also  served  other  cases,  such  as  the  chronic  sick,  and  the 
aged  and  infirm. 

A sub-organiser  and  a case  worker  are  to  be  provided  for  the 
district,  and  will  have  office  accommodation  in  the  clinic. 

DAY  NURSERIES 

There  are  two  non-residential  Day  Nurseries  in  the  district^ 
a fifty-place  one  at  Stapleford  and  a smaller  forty-place  one  at  Beeston. 

There  remains  a very  great  demand  for  female  labour  in  the 
district,  and  consequently  there  is  a need  for  additional  or  more 
extensive  Day  Nurseries. 

There  are  still  long  waiting  lists  of  mothers  anxious  to  get  their 
children  accommodated  in  the  Nurseries.  Priority  is  given  to  those 
cases  where  the  mother  is  of  necessity  the  bread  winner. 

It  is  envisaged  that  an  additional  nursery  will  be  built  in  the 
Chilwell  area,  and  that  the  Stapleford  nursery  will  be  enlarged  in  the 
future.

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CARE  OF  PREMATURE  INFANTS 

Fifty-five  premature  infants  whose  mothers  are  normally  resident 
in  the  Council’s  district  were  notified  during  1948.  Of  these  25  were 
born  at  home  while  the  remainder  were  born  either  in  hospital  or 
nursing  home.  Of  those  born  at  home  four  died  within  the  first  24 
hours  and  the  remaining  twenty-one  were  nursed  entirely  at  home. 
Of  these  21  survived  at  the  end  of  the  month. 

The  provision  of  draught-proof  cots,  with  hot  water  bottles, 
electric  blankets,  etc.,  and  an  ambulance  equipped  with  oxygen,  is 
made  for  all  premature  infants  requiring  transportation.  They  are 
accompanied  to  hospital  by  a Midwife  or  Health  Visitor. 

Similar  cots  are  provided  for  such  infants  nursed  at  home. 

The  services  of  a Consultant  Paediatrician  are  available  when 
required. 


INFECTIOUS  DISEASES 

Infants  : — 

Three  cases  of  Opthalmia  Neonatorum  were  notified  during  the 
year.  All  were  domiciliary  confinements.  In  none  of  the  cases 
was  the  vision  impaired. 

Mothers  : — 

There  w'ere  four  cases  of  Puerperal  Pyrexia  notified  during  the 
year.  They  were  all  domiciliary  confinements.  Three  cases  made 
a complete  recovery,  and  one  case  has  phlebitis. 


CHILD  LIFE  PROTECTION 

There  was  one  individual  foster  mother  for  the  care  of  children 
under  nine  for  reward  at  the  end  of  the  year.  The  Health  Visitors 
of  the  Local  Authority  acted  as  Child  Protection  Visitors. 


ADOPTION  OF  CHILDREN 

Notice  was  given  under  Section  7 (3)  of  the  Adoption  of  Children 
(Regulation)  Act,  1939,  in  respect  of  one  child.  One  child  was  still 
under  supervision  at  the  end  of  the  year.

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 

WATER 

The  water  supply  in  the  area  has  been  satisfactory  in  both  quality 
and  quantity  and  no  complaints  have  been  received. 

Five  samples  of  drinking  water  were  taken  by  the  Sanitary 
Inspectors  during  1948  and  submitted  to  bacteriological  examination 
and  chemical  analysis.  Four  were  from  the  mains  and  one  from  a 
well  and  all  proved  to  be  entirely  satisfactory. 


PUBLIC  CLEANSING  AND  SALVAGE 

Refuse  Collection  is  carried  out  by  means  of  five  “ Guy  ” 
side  loading  refuse  vehicles  with  sliding  covers.  A new  vehicle 
with  “ loaders  ” cab  has  just  been  purchased  to  replace  the  oldest 
vehicle,  which  is  being  retained  as  a “ spare,”  making  six  vehicles 
in  all. 

Collection  is  on  a weekly  basis. 

The  five  trailers  referred  to  last  year  have  been  received  and 
are  proving  extremely  useful.  They  are  attached  to  the  refuse  vehicles 
for  the  collection  of  salvage,  particularly  waste  paper.  Their  purchase 
has  made  it  possible  to  discontinue  the  use  of  a special  lorry  for 
collecting  waste  paper  from  shop  premises. 

Refuse  Disposal  : All  house  and  trade  refuse  is  disposed  of  at 
the  Destructor  and  Salvage  Plant  adjoining  the  Sewage  Works  in 
Humber  Road  South,  Beeston  ; paper,  rags,  sacking,  tins,  scrap  iron, 
bottles  and  bones  being  salvaged  and  the  rest  of  the  refuse  being  fed 
into  the  incinerators  after  screening  out  the  dust. 

Salvage  : The  work  of  salvaging  useful  materials  has  been 
further  accentuated  during  the  year,  with  very  encouraging  results. 

Waste  Paper  : During  the  year  ended  31st  March,  1949,  over 
428  tons,  valued  at  approximately  ^2,830,  were  collected  and  sent 
to  the  Board  Mills.  This  was  a considerable  increase  on  the  previous 
year,  when  some  237  tons,  value  1,547,  were  similarly  dealt  with. 
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Textiles  also  showed  an  increase  during  the  year,  17  tons  17  cwts. 
being  salvaged  compared  with  6 tons  12  cwts.  for  the  year  ended 
31.3.48,  the  respective  values  being  ;^209  and  £78. 

Kitchen  Waste  : The  collection  of  waste  food  was  reorganised 
during  the  year  in  an  attempt  to  make  it  more  hygienic  and  to  increase 
the  amount  collected. 

For  this  purpose  a “ Brush  ” electric  vehicle  with  refuse  collection 
body  was  purchased  in  July,  1948,  and  special  bucket  containers  with 
lids  were  distributed  to  householders  throughout  the  district.  As 
collections  increased,  a further  electric  vehicle  was  purchased  at  the 
beginning  of  1949,  one  then  operating  from  the  Beeston  Depot  and 
one  from  the  Stapleford  Depot.  The  amounts  collected  during  the 
past  two  years  are  as  follows  : —

REPORT  OF  THE  HOUSING  WELFARE  OFFICER 
ON  THE  YEAR  1948 

The  House  Letting  Sub -Committee  met  on  eight  occasions 
during  1948. 

137  new  houses  were  let  during  the  year,  eight  of  these  were  on 
the  Chilwell  Hall  Estate,  six  at  Toton,  and  123  on  the  Inham  Nook 
Lane  Estate. 

56  of  the  137  new  houses  were  let  to  tenants  from  prefabs  or 
old  Council  houses  which  in  their  turn  were  let  to  new  tenants  who 
could  not  afford  the  rents  of  new  houses  or  who  were  without  children. 

21  houses,  including  three  old  age  pensioners  bungalows,  became 
empty  during  the  year  and  were  relet  to  applicants  from  the  House 
Letting  Sub-Committee’s  allocation  list. 

Twenty-six  exchanges  were  carried  out  between  the  tenants  of 
Council  Houses  and  25  exchanges  were  arranged  between  the  tenants 
of  Council  Houses  and  privately-owned  houses. 

Therefore  a total  of  158  applicants  from  the  waiting  list  has 
been  housed  and  a total  of  108  exchanges  have  been  carried  out. 

A total  of  667  new  applications  were  received,  approximately 
56  per  month,  whilst  approximately  13  applicants  per  month  were 
housed. 

During  the  year  3,097  interviews  were  carried  out  in  the  Housing 
Welfare  Office  and  445  visits  were  made  by  the  Housing  Welfare 
Officer.

Milk  Sampling 

124  samples  of  milk  were  taken  during  the  year  and  submitted 
for  examination  by  the  Public  Analyst.  Of  the  124,  114  proved  to 
be  entirely  satisfactory,  on  the  whole  a very  satisfying  result.  Three 
of  these  samples  which  were  obtained  from  schools  were  all 
satisfactory. 

Whenever  samples  proved  to  be  unsatisfactory,  representations 
were  made  to  the  dairies  concerned,  steps  being  taken  to  prevent  a 
repetition  of  these  bad  results. 

In  the  case  of  samples  processed  outside  this  district  copies  of 
the  Laboratory  reports  were  forwarded  to  the  Sanitary  Inspector 
concerned  in  order  that  he  could  take  up  the  matter  with  the  offending 
dairy.

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B.  ICE  CREAM 

The  Ice  Cream  (Heat  Treatment)  Regulations  have  proved  of 
great  value  in  assisting  our  efforts,  continued  with  increased  vigour 
during  1948,  to  secure  satisfactory  premises,  equipment  and  methods 
for  the  manufacture  of  Ice  Cream. 

The  need  for  a chemical  standard,  however,  still  goes  unsatisfied, 
and  we  have  had  samples  with  fat  contents  as  low  as  2.7%  and  as  high 
as  11%.  Whilst  I think  that  the  public  is  discerning  enough  to 
distinguish  between  ice  creams  of  good  and  poor  quality  and  to  act 
accordingly,  nevertheless  it  is  hoped  that  a minimum  chemical  standard 
will  be  insisted  upon  in  the  not  too  far  distant  future. 

During  the  year  45  samples  of  ice  cream  were  taken  and  submitted 
to  the  Methylene  Blue  Test,  the  following  being  a summary  of  the 
results  obtained  : —

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CONTROL  OF  INFECTION 

On  receipt  of  notification  of  an  Infectious  Disease  the  following 
procedure  is  put  into  practice  : — 

(a)  In  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever,  Poliomyelitis,  Cerebro-Spinal 
Fever  or  Diphtheria,  etc.,  the  home  of  the  patient  is  visited 
by  one  of  the  Sanitary  Inspectors,  who  reports  regarding 
the  home  conditions,  contacts,  and  the  advisability  of  removal 
to  hospital.  Swabs  are  taken  where  necessary  and  sent  to 
the  Public  Health  Laboratory  for  investigation  for  bacteria, 
and  the  Health  Department  arrange  the  removal  to  hospital 
of  all  cases  requiring  hospital  treatment  or  isolation. 
The  Health  Visitor  and/or  School  Nurse  is  also  notified 
of  all  appropriate  cases,  and  it  is  her  duty  to  visit  and 
educate  the  parents  regarding  contact  periods,  isolation 
periods,  and  to  follow  up  school  and  pre-school  contacts 
who  are  susceptible. 

Disinfection  of  premises  and  library  books  is  carried  out  by 
the  staff  of  the  Health  Department  as  and  when  necessary. 

Head  teachers  of  the  schools  in  the  district  are  notified  of 
all  cases  of  infection  occurring  amongst  their  children. 
They,  too,  are  required  to  notify  the  Health  Department 
of  an)'^  cases  of  infection  occurring  in  their  schools  as  soon 
as  they  become  aware  of  such. 

In  cases  of  Measles  and  Whooping  Cough  the  Sanitary 
Inspector  does  not  visit,  but  an  informative  letter  is  sent  to 
the  parents  instructing  them  in  the  duties  of  isolation  and 
quarantine,  and  pointing  out  the  penalties  for  neglect.  In 
the  event  of  an  epidemic  of  food  poisoning,  dysentery, 
etc.,  the  co-operation  of  the  Public  Health  Laboratory 
Staff  is  requested.
